(30) adapted to be coupled to the body for receiving acoustic energy from the tissue region and generating signals responsive thereto; 
^i^d a processor (66) that receives the signals and processes them to determine a concentration of the analyte in the illuminated tissue 
region. Further, an apparatus for assaying an analyte in an interstitial fluid in a body comprising an implantable light source (116) 
and an implantable photosensor (124). 
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
